DECLARATION UNDER 37 C.F.R. 1.131 



1 . I am an officer of the assignee of record. 

2. U.S. Patent No. 6,713,131 to Blackwood, et al. was cited against the claims 
in the Office Action dated December 4, 2006. The '131 patent was filed in the U.S. 
Patent Office on April 8, 2002. 

3. Prior to April 8, 2002, the invention was reduced to practice as described 
and claimed in the subject application. 

4. As evidence of the reduction to practice prior to April 8, 2002, attached is a 
"Style Master Listing" describing an air bag fabric sample that was completed on 
March 5, 2002. As shown towards the bottom of the sheet, the fabric was pad coated 
with a residue in accordance with the currently pending claims. In particular, the fabric 
substrate described on the Style Master Listing was pad coated with a residue in an 
aqueous solution. The aqueous solution comprised a water-based finish in accordance 
with currently pending claim 1. 

5. I acknowledge all statements made of my own knowledge in this declaration 
to be true and all statements made on information and belief in this declaration are 
believed to be true.
